X Admission of students— Undei gioduate and Post Graduate 

COUISCS (Paras 06—75) 

Ihe recommendation of the Reviewing Committee to 
mciease rapidly the student population at the post graduate 
level to 400 ii accepted It is noted that the Board of 
Govciiiois has requested the Academic Council to suggest 
mcasuies that uught be taken m this behalf and has favoured 
the provision of short tcim couiscs on a more extensive scale, 
as iccommended by the Reviewing Committee. 

As foi the intake into the first year of lire under-graduate 
courses, this mav be reduced progressively to 320 «o that the 
total under graduate student population is limited to 1600 
when the iiumbci of post graduate students incieascs to Its 
maximum capacity of 400, 

lo provide for the total student enrolment of 2000, addl 
lional hostel accoinraodatioii may be built for 200 students. 

All the existing courses at the under graduate level may 
continue at the Institute. The distribution of 320 seats in 
the various courses may, however, be made by the Board ot 
Govciiiois on the advice of the Academic Council of the 
Institute and with the piior concurrence of the Central 
Govciiiracnt 

XI Mode of awarding scholarships to Under-graduate students 
(Para 77) 

The special scholarships examination may continue to be 
held but ment-ciim poverty scholarships of the value of 
Rs 37 50 pm (half scholarships) may be awarded to 157 
Ot the total number of students on the basis of their pcifor* 
mance in the entrance examination. Scholaishlps awarded 
solely on merit to 10% oh the students may continue to be 
given on die basis of the special scholarships examination and 
so also the balance of scholarships on meril-cuiti povertv 
considerations A detailed study of the problem may be 
undcitakcn immediately by the Academic Couticil.

XVII Const) uction of lesidentiui quarters (i^ara 93) 

A detailed review of the total needs of tlie residential 
accummodation of stall may be undertaken immediately after 
the question of admission into the vaiious courses is settled 
and consequently the staff stiength is decided. Mean-while the 
catcgoiics ot quarters alicady planned, wheie there aie laige 
dchcieiicies, may be proceeded with, within the funds made 
available by Goveinment.

Ihe appraisal ol the Ruaid ot Governors regarding the 
present position is accepted However, all possible steps may 
be taken to bung about gieatei contact between Uic stall and 
Che sciidents As sugge-sted, the scheme of tutois uiay be given 
a trial at the institute. 

XIX Lxamtnalions {Para 102) 

The Board of Goveitiois may ask the Academic Council (i) 
to keep under constant sciutiny the questions set and the 
answers given by students in older to ensure that die cxami 
nations do not tend to become of a routine nature and (ii) 
to consider from time to time measuies to improve the 
efficacy of such examinations as an Instrument fur assessing 
the merit as well as the attainment of students, 

XX, Practical tiaining (Para 103) 

Having regard to the need for giving to the students at the 
under graduate level a broader and hrmer sclentlhc base us 
advocated by the Reviewing Committe, action may not be 
taken in the present circumstances to ht in more of practical 
trainnig (outside the Institute) in the curiicula of the courses. 

XXI, Pari-tirne education and Associated Technical Training 
of staff (Para 104) 

'1 he Institute may do all u can to equip the ataS to petlomt 
their functions more ellecttvcly. Decisions on the institution 
of fonnal courses in addition to the two already running in 
the Institute may be taken having regaid to the fact that the 
Institute has certain objectives to fullbl at the advanced level 
and should not, theieforc, saddle Itself with responsibilities 
which arc not in consonance witli its objectives. 

XXH Depuitmenlal Advisory Committees (Para 105) 

In ordci that the Departmenul Advisory Committees may 
meet more frequently than once a year, the Academic Council 
may reconstitute these committees and have on them members 
who can find the time to attend the meetings of the Com- 
mitice The Director may betorae an ex-officio member of 


all tile Commlltecs and one Senior member of the stalf of each 
ot the other Depaitmenls interested in the activities ot the 
particular Depat uncut may also be appointed as members of 
uie Depaitracntal Advisory Committees, The functions of 
these Advisoiy Committees may be more specifically spelt out. 

XXlll. Departments of the Insltlule (Paras 106—123) 

The iollowing recommendations made by the Reviewing 
Committee foi ilie vaiious DepaitmetiU are accepted: 

(1) Post graduate courses in Silicate Technology and 
papei lechnology should not be started 

(2) ihe question ot starting a short term iutrodvictory 
course in Nuclear Chcraisiiy should be settled in 
consukation with the Department of Atomic Energy. 

(J) Introduction of couises in Petroleum Chemical Tech- 
nology and Coal Chemical lechnology should be 
examined after tlie present activities of the Depart- 
ment ot Chemical Engineering have been consolidated. 

(4) for a period of three years, services of practising 
enginccii from the Slates and Ccutial Government 
services should be secured on loan tor the Deptt. of 
Civil Engg. 

(5) Maintenance activities in respect of Electronics and 

allied equipment should be tiansterred to a 

Central instruments Service Section which may be 
established by the Institute uuUer the supei vision ot 
an appiopilately constituted inter Departmental Com 
mittee. 

(6) The existing couises m Humanities should be revised 
by a Committee and more tune should be provided 
tor Humanities in the Jid and 4th years of courses; 
the Committee ol courses should be spcaally requested 
lo draw up syllabus for History of Science Ik techno- 
logy and Llic Institute might assign to competent 
persons on its staff the task of preparing books tor 
ihe purpose. 

(7) Humanities Depaitment should provide insiruction 
and guidance In the mattei of preparation of project 
reports, research papers and general report writing. 

(8) Repetition of lectures by Humanities' teachers In 
difiercut sections every day should be avoided. 

(9) the question of mure accomtuodatiou for the Depart- 
ment of Humanities should be considered after the 
new wing has been added to the present building. 

(10) A Digital Cumputor should be built by puichasing 
couipuncuts and not imported from abroad. 

(11) I he operating grant for Uie Depaitment of Mechanical 
Engg. should be increased suitably when the new 
Foundary Sections, the Gas Turbine Section and the 
new I'lazer Boiler start work in full swing. 

(12) One post of Asstt Eiotcssor in Theoretical and Solid 
State Physics be created in the Department of Physics. 

(13) Ihe need foi a separate building for the Library 
in the future is recognised. For the present, the 
existing accummodation may be found sufficient. 

(14) More hooks may be kept in the Departmental Llbranos 
so as to relieve pressure on the main Library. 

The following recommendations of the Reviewing Committee 
in respect of the Department of Mathematics may be referred 
to the Dcpaitmentaf Advisoty Committee and the Academic 
Council foi their views m the hist instance : 

(1) A Computation Laboratoiy may be set up to house 
die existing 'EASE' Analogue Computor and the 
proposed Digital Computor ; 

(2) Increased accommodation within sanctioned space 
should be allotted to the fitatistics Section and 
adeqaute Staff should be associated with its actlvitie*; 

(8) In view of Inacased services to be tendered by the 
Department to other Departments in the field of 
statistics and computation, the operating annual grant 
be adjusted suit^ly between this Department and 
other Dcpaitincnts; and 

(4) Statistics and Computation should not be separated 
from the Mathematics Department. 

It is noted that the Advisory Committee of the Department 
of Agricultural Engg, has expressed uniformly, Its satisfaction 
at the working of the Department. It Is, therefore, not consi- 
dered necessary that the Board should ask the Advisory Cotu- 
raiitec to review the position in regard to objectives or the 
standard of work of the Depatrment. 

The activities of the Depaitment of Architecture & Regional 
Planning may not be curtailed It is noted that the needs ol 
the Department for the purpose of consolidating Its activities 
are being examined. 

The Department of Electrical Engineering and the 
Depaitment of Electronics and Electrical Communication 
not be amalgamated as recommended by the Reviewing Com- 
mittee, At the same time, the Board of Governors may look 
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into the possibility of utilising some of the staff in the Elec- 
tronics and Electrical Communlration Dcjiartment for work in 
the Electrical Engineering Department. 

In view of the facts put forward by the Board of Governors, 
the Departnient of Naval Architecture Sc Marine Engineering 
may cunlinue to function at the Institute as heretofore. 

The teaching stall of the Institute may not be asked to 
undertake Library duties and a post of Deputy Libraiian may 
be created as suggested by the Board. 

The Reviewing Committee has made a number of recom- 
tnendations in regard to the starting of new courses as also 
abolition of certain existing courses at the po.st-graduate level. 
Decisions on these recommendations may be taken after the 
report of the Thacker Committee on post-graduate education 
and research in Engineering is available. 

The Reviewing Committee has made spccillc recommenda- 
tions for each Department in respect of additional buildings, 
equipment-staff and operating costH that might be provided 
for consolidation and future ilcvelopment, These proposals 
have been supported by the Board of Governors and are 
accepted in principle with the proviso that the development 
envisaged may be brought about In the Srd Five-Year Plan 
from within the funds that might be allotted by the Govern- 
menf to the Institute.
